Subject :—Licensing of Machine tools falling under Part VI of the I.T.C. Sche¬ 
dule to established importers during the period October ’58 — March, 1959. 

No. Ofi-ITC(PN) /58.— Attention of the importers is invited to the import policy 
for Machine Tools as announced in Appendix XI to the current Red Book. It 
will be seen from paragraph 3 therein that licences for the permissible types of 
Machine Tools were to be granted to established importers on an ad-hoc basts. In 
modification of this policy, it has now been decided that licences for permissible 
types of Machine Tools to established importers during the current half year 
will be granted on the basis of q quota of 40% Gen. and 40% Soft. 

2. Quota licences granted to established importers during the current half year 
will bo va'id for import of complete machine tools only to the extent of 92 % of 
their face value. The balance 8% should be utilised for import of such spares 
as may be specifically authorised by the Development Officer (Teds'). No addi¬ 
tional licences for import of spares as announced in paragraph 3 of Appendix XI 
to the current Red Book will be granted. 

3, The last date for submission of all applications for ’ import of Machine 
Tcols was announced as 31-12-1958. It has now been decided to extend this last 
date upto and including the 15th January, 1959 for submission of applications by 
established importers. The last date for submission of applications i.e. 31-12-1958 
by actual users will remain unaltered.

No. 98 -ITC(PN)/ 58 .—Attention of importers is invited to Appendix XXIII to 
the Red Book for Octcber, 1958 —March, 1959 which details the provisions for 
import o' articles under the Export Promotion Scheme. 

2 . In supersession of the previous instiuciions on the subject, it has been decid¬ 
ed to permit import of ‘Cinematograph linns, not exposed’ under the Export Pro¬ 
motion Scheme as embodied in Appendix XXIII to the current Red Book. Broadly, 
the licences under the Export Promotion Scheme will be granted on the follow¬ 
ing basis;—. 

The individual exporters will be al’owed to import ‘Cinematograph films, 
not ox pose a aga.nst their piospective export earnings and not on 
the basis of their past performance, provided tfiat; 

(i) they are established exporters and have past performance to their 
credit; 

(li) they give an undertaking to the licensing authority concerned at the 
time of making an application in the form annexed; 

(Id) at the time of clearance of goods through the Customs they give a bond 
in the prescribed form and manner to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned; 

(iv) the undertaking and also th e bond would be given separately in each 

case; 

(v) the unde:taking for export would be in the proportion of 1 : 4 . If any 

individual exporter is in a position to earn more foreign exchange 
than the proportion of 1 : 4 , an additional import of ‘Cinematograph 
films, not exposed’ will be permitted to him on an ad hoc basis on 
the extra foreign exchange earned by him. 


3 . If any Individual producer enters into a contract with a foreign company for 
producing a film or for exhibition abr<ad of a lilm produced by him or one which 
Is under production and is prepared to establish his contract through Irrevocable 
documents, his case can be considered for the issue of raw films for pre during the 
picture or for taking copies thereof, on his giving a bank guarantee to the licensing 
authority concerned to the extent of tth of the foreign exchange earnings or to 
the extent of the value of raw Him licensed, whichever is higher, irrespective of 
the fact whether such a producer has past export performance to his credit or not. 

4 . The intending importers of ‘Cinematograph films, not exposed’ under the 
Export Promotion Scheme should submit their applications in the usual form and 
manner to the licensing authority concerned.

Subject: — Priorities jor release of Raw films to the film industry. 

No. 99 ITC(PN) /58.—It is notified for the information of those concerned that 
the following relative priorities- will be adopted by the licensing authorities for 
release cf raw films to the film Industry;— 

(1) Pictures started before 7th June, 1957 which had been in progress and • 
are in advanced stage of production. This would apply only to 
established regular producers. 

(2) Regular Producers —■ 

(a) Producers who have past export performance to their credit. 

(b) Studio owner producers who have been continuously producing pictures 

for three years Immediately preceding 7th June, 1957. 

(c) Producers who have produced three or mere full length feature fllrrs 

in the three years preceding 7th June, 1957. 

(d) Producers who have been continuously in production for three years 

preceding 7th June, 1957 and who had completed two pictures during 
this period or had completed one picture and had another under pro¬ 
duction on 7th June, 1957, 

(3) Producers who have past record of at least one picture censored between 

1952 and 7th June, 1957. 

(4) Producers without past record but who had started their picture before 

7th June, 1957. 

(5) Studio owners without past record. 

(6) Producers without past record but who have started their pictures after 

7th June, 1957. 

(7) Partners and directors of firms and companies which have past record but 

which are now inactive, 

(8) New-comers. 

(9) Special cases will be considered on merits on an ad hoc ba.is. 

2, Decisions taken by the Port Licensing authorities regarding release of raw 
film will be displayed on the Notice Board of the Port Import Trade Control Office 
concerned Indicating the priorities against each for the informat'on of the public
